Gpu-ld, told the court that Mr. Nlcoll's 
announcement had taken him by sur- 
prise and that he had no witnesses at 
hand at the moment to put on the 
stand in rebuttal. 
With the court's 


consent, however, he said he would 
read the depositions of witnesses tak- 
en in preparing 
the • case for trial. 


Mr. Shearn at once proceeded with the 
reading of these depositions. 


Was a Perfect Lady. 


The deposition taken up by Mr. 


Shearn was that of Mrs. 
Alice S. 


Bankhead, of • Atlanta, Ga., • wife of 
Lieut-Henry McCauley Bankhaad. of 
Fort McPherson, Ga., who visited Mrs. 
Gould on numerous occasions. 


Mrs. Bankhead related in her depo- 


sition the incidents of a visit with Mrs. 
Gould, as the latter's guest, in Cairo, 
Egypt,- in 1902, when the party visited 
the khedive's palace. The witness de- 
scribed Mrs.-Gould's conduct on- th'is 
occasion as "lady-like and above re- 
proach." Mrs. Bankhead accompanied 
the Goulds on.their yacht from Cairo 
to Alexandria. Mrs. Gould's conduct 
was "perfect1 and beyond criticism"-on 
that'trip, according to Mrs.. Bankhead. 
Mrs. Gould wasrnever intoxicated dur- 
ing this time, the witness deposed. Tho 
witness stated that she had visited 
•Mrs.- G'ttuld-'at Caatle.<3ould.and-the.St; 
Regis' hotel for 
periods 
of 
several 


weeks at a time, and never saw her use 
intoxicants to excess. 


"Mrs. Gould never drank more than 


a cocktail before-dinner-and only light 
wine with her dinner, not more than 
the average society lady drinks."

Couldn't Notice It. 


"What did you observe she would 


drink at luncheon?" was a question 
asked by Mrs. Gould's counsel. • 


"Mrs. Gould would usually take a 


cocktail before luncheon, but the ex- 
tent of her drinking was not noticeable, 
to me on account of her conduct," the 
witness 'replied.- -

, She-never'saw Mrs: Gould drunk in 
the evening-and never saw her bolster^ 
ous and1 never heard her swear or use- 
improper-language.

In the cross examination of the depo- 


sition "Mrs. Bankhead would riot swear 
that she had 'never heard Mrs. Gould 
spoken of as a "drinking- woman." She 
said that Mrs. Gould'had never spoken 
to her but once about Dustin Farnum, 
the actor, and had then told her that 
their names were not "linked together" 
in any improper way. 


An Officer and Gentleman. 


Mr. Shearn next read the deposition 


of Lieutenant Bankhead. The witness 
said that he was.the son of Senator 
Bankhead,. of. Alabama, and -had en- 
tered the army in 1898. The witness 
testified he had never seen Mrs. Gould 
intoxicated or observed her conduct to 
be indecorous or unladylike.: Her con- 
duct had always been proper in even' 
respect, the witness deposed, arid he 
had never seen her drink more than 
any of the guests at dinners.

Governor Marshall is in 


Earnest—H. W. Mar- 
shall Stumbling Block. 


Indianapolis,

21.—Governor 


Marshall today received from Charles 
Worner, a member of the state labor 
commission, a written report on the 
Evansville strike, in which he has besn 
interested since its start, and after a 
.conference..with the.goveuipr this- aft- 
ernoon the: commissltiner 
will' go" to 


Evansville with instructions from the 
governor to take steps to compel the 
Evansville and Southern Indiana- Trac- 
tion co'mpany to consent to arbitrate 
with the striking.carmen. 


Scope of Report. 


The report, which filled several type- 


written pages, set forth that contrary 
to popular understanding, the' strike 
was not caused by a demand on the 
part of the' car.men' that the trnciioi 
company recognize 
their union. In 


that their demand for. increased wages 
bo met. The car men have, according 
to the report, been anxious to arbitral: 
the question, but the company, follow- 
ing the dictation of -Henry \V. Mar- 
shall, president, has positively refused 
to arbitrate. 


The report further sets forth thai 


the business of Evansville is suffering 
keenly from the effects of the strike 
and that a number of business firms 
are facing bankruptcy, which the busi- 
ness men believe is. inevitable unless 
the tsrike is adjusted and normal con- 
ditions restored. 


Marshall Only Obstacle. 


The governor has been led to under- 


stand, partly through the commission- 
er's report and partly from informa- 
tion received from other sources, tha 
Mr. Marshall is the only person stand- 
ing between the company and their 
men in the matter of an arbitration. ' 


When tho strike was threatened, th' 


governor offered his services as a mem 
ber of the board of arbitration, but hi 
has not been called on to act in tha 
capacity. 
It is probable, unless the 


commission is able to effect a settle- 
ment on his return to Evansville, tha 
the governor will go to the scene and 
himself take an active part in the at 
fair.

Takes Curve at Full Speed. 


Just half way between . Gary and 


Michigan City, on the South Shore 
line, there is a sharp curve at the top 
of a slight hill. Both trains were at 
full speed in order to raaite the hill 
easily. 


The westbound train had neared the 


top and caught the reflection of the 
headlight of the eastbound tniin. The 
motorman slowed up 'is quickly UE 
possible, but the othsr train at 
full 


speed .came whirling iirouim the curve 
and smashed into the westbound cars. 


The eastbound train was still upon 


the up grade. The motor jammed un- 
der the first car of the westbound train 
and lifted it into the air, thus saving 


every one aboard that 


to prepare a relief train, when their 
electricians announced that the power 
had been cut off. It was later found 
that this was due to the fact that the 
flrst car west bound had been lifted so 
high above tho flrst car of the other 
train that it touched the trolley wire 
and grounded the current. 


Officers of the Lake Shore railroad 


offered to send a relief train to Ches- 
tecton and have physicians and nurses 
carried across country to the wreck. 
While this was being- done the south 
shore officials sent Dr. B. G. Blake and 
Dr. A. G. Tillitson to the wreck In a 
small gasoline railroad 
auto. With 


them went two electricians, who with- 
in a half hour after reaching the wreck 
restored .the current so relief trains 
could be sent over the electric road. 


Doctors Arrtva In Autos. 


Before these trains could reach the 


suffering passengers, however, several 
automobiles 
filled 
with 
physicians 


from Gary and Chesterton had arrived 
at the wreck and the largo relief crews 
found the Injured arranged in rows 
along the hillside ready to be lifted in- 
to the trains. Paul Kerrigan was the 
last man taken from the wreck, nearly 
three hours after the cars collided. He 
had been held prisoner by one of the 
trucks, but was not severely Injured. 


One of the first men to give an ac- 


count of the disaster was Paul Wilson, 
Hsslstant general superintendent of the 
railroad. He said: 


"I was riding on tho front platform 


beside Reed, tho motormnn, who was 
Wiled. Wo were going at a good rate 
of speed, and I had just taken a seat 
upon the sand box when we started to 
round the 
fatal curve. There Just 


ahead of us—not more than ten feet— 
we saw the other train. 


"I made one jump behind tho Iron 


railing at the back of the motorman, 
but I really do not remember anything 
more. I was unconscious for some 
time and do not know Just how I got 
out of the wreck. It was a terrible 
scene. All the lights had been extin- 
guished, men were 
groping about 


shouting warnings against the electric 
current and fire, and there was a con- 
tinuous groaning and crying for help. 


"I could not move about. 
Ono leg 


was helpless, but I advised that men 
be sent in both directions to find a tele- 
phone, as It was plainly Impossible for 
the survivors to render any .efficient 
aid. The cars' were all smashed to 
pieces in the forward parts. When that 
little gasoline auto came into sight with 
the first physicians I can tell you that 
It was given a welcome. 
Every one 


shouted and begged the doctors to bo- 
gin work flrst upon some one In whom 
they were interested."

1909, over three and a half months ago, the City had spent over $172,653 on the 
municipal lighting plant. 


That means practically that'$172,653 that would otherwise have remained in. 


the taxpayers' pockets and bank accounts had been put into land,"briek, mortar, 
engines, dynamos, wire, poles, lamps and the like for electric lighting purposes. 


" Assuming that every dollar of this $172,653 would have been used to good 


purpose'and effect by the taxpayers who were forced to contribute it to the special 
fund for amunicipal'lighting.plani the community is every year losing the use of 
that money in various individual investments. 


In other words, the interest on that $172,653 at 6 per cent measures the loss 


to you -and us and all taxpayers of profits which might otherwise accrue to us from 
our various shares in that $172,653 according to. our tax assessments. 


That means that every year, so long as the City owjas its own municipal plant, 


there continues to be tied up in that planta sum of money in excess of $172,653— 
each year adding to the amount—andwhich would have earned for us as Fort 
Wayne taxpayers annually over $10,365 in interest. 


That money is invested in perishables. There is no interest income for city or 


individual. 


The question for us is: Does the earning power, of those perishables justify 


the loss of over $10,365 a year in interest?

Evil of Divorce Menace to 


Country—Thousands of 


Homes Kuined. 


An eloquent and stirring defense of 


the position of the Catholic church in 
regard to education, the changes that 
the 
past 
twenty-five 
years 
have 


wrought In the scholastic curriculum, 
the great and growing 
necessity of 


well trained and virtuous young-wom- 
en who will stajid for the sanctity of 
the home and lend their influence to- 
wards wiping out the evil of divorce 
that is menacing this country, form 
the epitome of a masterly effort given, 
by Rev. John M. Gormly, C.PP.S-, on 
Sunday evening at St. Patrick's church. 
The speaker Is a member of the faculty 
of St. Joseph's college, 
Collegevllle, 


Ind., and his sermon was given on the 
occasion of the annual conferring of 
diplomas on the graduates of St Cath- 
erine's academy. 


Basing his effort on the text, "That 


they may know Thee, O Father, and 
Jesus Christ who Thou hast sent.' 
Father • Gormly prefaced his 
sermon 


with remarks on the joyfulness and 
also the solemnity of such an occasion. 
Pastor, teacher, parents and graduates 
were congratulated. Touching upon 
the custom of holding services of this | 
kind * In the church his words voiced] 
pleasure and approval as be said, "the 
school Is but an adjunct to the church, 
and the cross which rises above the 
latter must throw the shadow of its 
Influence 
upon 
the 
students. 
The 


school equips the students soldiers of 
Jesus Christ, hence it is but fitting 
that with the 
completion 
of 
their 


scholastic course they enter the church 
to receive their rewards." He empha- 
sized many things for which the Cath- 
olic church 'and her education stands, 
prominent among them being the sanc- 
tity of the home. 
"Seventy-thousand 


homes ruined by divorce and tho peo- 
ple smile and laugh, people defend it, 
so do many of our newspapers, and 
even.In some pulpits divorce is up- 
held." The speaker cited the dangers 
that' menace the country' through the 
evil of divorce and said that the Amer- 
ican-home was fast disappearing, and 
that the nation would be in the throes 
of dissolution -were the sanctity of the 
home not preserved. Men and women 
of character, the speaker said, were 
needed to readjust the moral character 
oi society. Speaking of the San Fran- 
cisco disaster -which -wrecked seventy- 
five thousand, homes he contrasted the 
great catastrophe with the havoc 
wrought by the divorce'Courts. It was 
shown that the San Francisco disaster 
'in'a' great measure served to tighten, 
to draw closer the family bonds of love 
and affection,, but. that divorce 
dis- 


aster had the opposite effect It sends 
man forth into the world, with a true 
love and respect for woman gone and 
the woman goes forth from the court 
with her confidence In mankind shat- 
tered and- with a hatred In her heart 
for him from whom she parted. Then, 
continued the speaker, what becomes 
of the child? 


The 'life of the child of 
divorced 


parents was clearly portrayed and was 
strikingly exemplified in a. story of 


such a life that had come under the 
observation of the speaker. The death 
of the child and the reconciliation of 
the parents over the lifeless form of 
:helr little one was pathetic in the ex- 
treme. "It is the duty of the Catholic 
church." said Father Gormly, "to build 
up and keep the home as God made it. 
presided over by one man and 
one 


woman, until death do 
them 
part. 


Homes to which children's faces will 
come as angel visits and where father, 
mother, sister and brother may live 
In happy union and companionship. 


"After the Influence of religion." said 


Father Gormly, "comes woman's love. 
Twin born stars of destiny, God's mer- 
cy, woman's love, let these be hidden 
by a pall and soon the midnight comes 
to us and we are but spectres In the ' ' 
gloom."

address was the effort 
to give 
the 


young ladles who received their diplo- 
mas an education 
which would fit 


them for their duties In life. He dwelt 
upon the changes in the life and sur-

When made Ht home, one can have 
fashionable "middy blouse" for less 


than fifty cents, and such a garment 
will be satisfactory if cut In six sizes, 
and will fit either girls or woman. 'It 
must be ordered by the bust measure, 
which runs from thirty to forty inches. 
The size desired is ascertained by plac- 
ing a tape measure around the body 
over the full part of the bust anfl draw- 
ing it close, but not too tight. 


To copy this blouse three and three- 


quarters yards of goods twenty-seven 
inches wide, or two and three-quarters 
yards thirty-six inches in width will 
be required. 


This useful garment can be made 


either with or without the lacing at the 
front, and with or without the applied 
yoke. It is adjusted by slipping over 
the head and pulling'Into place. Duck 
or Indian Head are the materials gen- 
erally selected' for constructing these 
blouses, and a nice quality of either 
goods may be bought for from twelve 
and one-half to fifteen cents a yard. 


It will be pretty to make the sailor 


collar from dark blue, and for this pur- 
pose either duck or light weight serga 
is used. For Its construction one-half 
yard of goods should be sufficient, and 
before the collar Is cut-It should bq 
thoroughly washed In soap 'and hot 
water and then rinsed until the water 
Is clear. This treatment will prevent 
the' color: running after it 'Is on the 
waist 
' 
' - " ' ' . " ' . . 


When making the blouse the sleeves 


must be stitched to1 the waist with a 
plain flat fell. 
End the 
under arm 


seams. of the waist and' those of the 
sleeves sewed at the same time, these 


seams being finished \tltl» a .French 
fell. It will add to the effectiveness of 
the blouse if the edges of the collar are 
trimmed with two or three rows of 
narrow wash braid, placed equal dis- 
tances apart, and one Inch and a half 
from the edge. 


If the lacing is used the eyelets r/.ust. 


be made by running an embroidery awl 
through the goods and afterward fin- 
ishing the edges of the opening with 
buttonhole stitches. When the shield 'is 
used it should be of the waist material, 
and on the front may be embroidered 
some ornament, such as we are accus- 
tomed to see on sailor waists. 


This blouse Is a convenient garment 


in the summer wardrobe, 
and 
those 


who do not care to. wear It outside as a 
jumper should slip it under the skirt 
and wear with a belt.

graphic communication until August or ' 
September next. It he has been un- ; 
successful he will remain In the far 
north and make another endeavor next' 
spring. 


Last Message Hopeful. 


When Peary loft Etah last August he 


said in his lust message that the mem- 
bers of his parly were all well tind that 
he had procured n good supply of 
rtogs. Ho hoped to winter the Roosft- 
velt off the north coast of Ellesmere- 
Innd. in about latitude 82 degrees. -10 
minutes—420 miles 
from 
the 
polo. 


From this point the sled journey was 
to have begun early last February with 
aq expedition of twent'y-flvo sleds, each 
drawn by six dogs with an Esquimaux 
driver. 


It is possible that the Roosevelt, 


which left Oyster Bay. N. Y., July 7 
last, after having been Inspected and 
bidden Godspeed by President Roose- 
velt, may have penetrated farther Into 
the north than was expected and that 
Peary was able to establish his winter 
quarters nearer the pole than he was 
able in previous expeditions. 


Picked Crew; Strona Craft. 


The Roosevelt is manned by a picked 


crew made up of men accustomed to 
arctic navigation. 
It was designed 


especially for this work In the severe 
conditions of the arctic seas, and is 
considered the strongest wooden vessel 
ever built. 


It was Peary's plan to go Into winter 


quarters In temporary houses on shore 
as soon as the 
Roosevelt was frozen 


in. From that time until February the 
members of the party were to prepare 
the outfit for the sled expedition to the 
pole. 


On his last expedition Commander 


Peary got within 174 miles of the north 
pole, making the farthest north record 
yet attained—latitude 87 degrees 6 
minutes.
